Nashville, Term., 
March 
2.—The 
spectacle of counsel on one side not 
only selling a witness to the opposi­ 
tion, but haggling over terms, was 
one of the extraordinary incidents iii 
the trial of Colonel D. B. Cooper, Rob­ 
in Cooper and John D. Sharp for the 
slaying of former United States Sena­ 
tor H. W. Carmack. The subject of 
the commercial transaction was Dr. 
McPheeters Glasgow, who had been 
employed by the prosecution to go to 
Columbia and perform an autopsy on 
Senator Carmack’s body. 
He did so 
and reported his findings to the prose­ 
cution. 
He was subpoenaed by the 
state, but was not used. The defense 
learned of the autopsy and summoned 
the doctor. 
Dr. Glasgow told counsel for the de­ 
fense th at his services as an expert 
had been retained by the state and 
that he would not discuss the case 
except with the attorneys general. 
The defense asked the court to in­ 
struct the doctor to talk to its coun­ 
sel. The court complied partially by 
telling the doctor that It would be 
proper for him to talk with the de­ 
fendants’ attorneys if he had any in­ 
formation that would throw light on 
the killing. The stdte objected, and 
the doctor stood firm. 
Unless the 
state, which employed him, ordered 
him to consult with the opposition, he 
declined to talk. The state suggested 
that the defense swear the doctor and 
put him on the stand. The defense 
resented the suggestion and declared 
it would put no witness on the stand 
without knowing to what he w’ould tes­ 
tify. 
Offered to Sell Witness. 
Then the state’s counsel consulted 
and Attorney General McCarn made 
the proposition: 
That lf the defense 
would pay the state the costs of the 
autopsy, including Dr. Glasgow's fee, 
the state would waive its rights. 
As Judge Hart said "the defense 
wanted to see the goods before they 
bought,” and they offered to confer 
with Dr. Glasgow and, if they decided 
to use him as a witness, to reimburse 
the state. 
To this counter proposition the 
prosecutors entered an emphatic veto. 
“Pay v/hether you use him or not” 
they said, and the court commented: 
“They want to sell the goods In a 
bag.’* 
There was another hurried confer­ 
ence and the defense “bought the 
goods in the bag” and Dr. Glasgow 
became their witness. The significance 
of his testimony was that any one of 
the three wounds was necessarily and 
instantly fatal and that if the .senator 
did not fire the first shots, he ,could 
not have at all. The only other sen­ 
sational witness of the day was S. J. 
Binning, who claimed to have seen 
Senator Carmack fingering his revol­ 
ver and testing the cylinder a few 
moments before the shooting began. 
He was badly confused on cross-ex­ 
amination, however, and contradicted 
himself on many important points.

Celebrated by Distinguished Persons 
at Banquet in London. 
London, March 2.—A brilliant com­ 
pany gathered at a banquet at the In­ 
vitation of the Authors* club to cele­ 
brate the centenary of the birth of 
Edgar Allan Poe. Sir A rthur Conan 
Doyle presided and was supported by 
Ambassador Reid and Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward, many leading British authors 
and a large number of American resi­ 
dents of London. Among the guests 
was Captain Poe, the oldest surviving 
member 
of the 
Poe 
family. The 
speeches, which were delivered by 
Ambassador Reid, Sir A. Conan Doyle, 
Captain Poe, Charles Garvice, the 
novelist, and Francis Henry Grlbble, 
the critic, were interspersed with reci­ 
tations of Poe's poems. 
Sir Conan Doyle, after referring to 
the tragedy of Poe’s life, paid a glow­ 
ing tribute to Poe’s work, saying “it 
is the irony of fate that he, as he said 
he should, died In poverty, for if 
every man who wrote a story which 
was indirectly inspired by Poe were to 
pay a tithe toward a monument, it 
would be such as would dwarf the 
pyramids.” 
The speaker generally 
credited the inspiration for his own 
detective stories to Poe.

times if it Is very cold the oil congeals 
nnd will not run out through the holes 
fast enough, and the mouth of the 
bag Is then loosened to let It escape 
in that way.

" SOOTHING THE WAVES. 


Oiling the Water* When the Seas Are 
Running High. 
When the captain of a wave beaten 
ship pours oil upon the waters he does 
not empty a barrel of kerosene over 
the side. 
He lins somebody stitch up 
three or four cotton lings, which he 
fills first with oakum and then with 
oil, usually equal paris of fiek oil and 
kerosene. 
The bags are then tied 
tightly at the tops and pricked all over 
with n sail needle to permit the oil to 
exude and are hung from the boat 
davits and weather chains to drip their 
contents on tile raging billows. 
The 
bags must not be allowed to get emp­ 
ty, but must be refilled every two 
hours. 
For six bags ten gallons of 
oil are used in thirty hours. 
Some­ 
times if it Is very cold the oil congeals 
and will not run out through the holes 
fast enough, and the mouth of the 
bag is then loosened to let it escape 
in that way. 
Its effect is magical on 
a rough sea. 
A huge comber will 
arise, threatening to bury tho laboring 
vessel under tons of water, but will 
strike a patch of oil no larger than a 
common dining table and subside in 
on instant into a smooth, round swell, 
which the ship rides like a cork. 
The use of oil is also a valuable aid 
in wearing ship in a gale and high 
seas. A few gallons of paint oil over 
the Ice quarter enable the vessel to 
perform the maneuver in perfect safe­ 
ty without laking a drop of water on 
board. 
When a boat ships so much 
water that it is impossible to get the 
oil bags slung in position without run­ 
ning the risk of being swept over­ 
board an ordinary bed sheet saturated 
with paint oil tied to a rope and al­ 
lowed to float will soon calm the seas 
sufficiently to permit men to move 
about the decks safely. 
Paint oil is 
agreed to be the best to use, rape seed 
oil and porpoise oil rank next, but 
kerosene is not satisfactory unless 
mixed with some other oil.—New’ York 
Press.

Speaker Compelled to Constantly Use 
His Gavel and Admonish Members 
to Cease Conversation—Appalachian 
and White Mountain Forest Reserve 
Bill Passed by Small Majority—Con­ 
ference Reports on Many Measures 
Agreed To.
